Kerry makes rare visit to 
rich, odd Turkmenistan

ASHGABAT, Turkmenistan 
(AP) — Turkmenistan’s ritu¬ 
als range from the bizarre 
to the brutal. The Central 
Asian nation has more 
marble buildings than any¬ 
where and recently erect¬ 
ed a seven-story, golden 
statue of its president on 
horseback, while human 
rights groups say it employs 
electric shocks, rape and 
forced intake of psychotro¬ 
pic drugs as torture tech¬ 
niques. 

Yet for all the mockery and 
criticism, Turkmenistan also 
is rich in gas reserves and 
relatively stable. And posi¬ 
tioned just north of Afghan¬ 
istan and Iran, it has made 
itself a valuable partner for 
the United States in a dan¬ 
gerous part of the world. 
For these reasons, U.S. Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
ventured Tuesday to a 
place few world leaders 
and even fewer journal¬ 
ists or human rights moni¬ 
tors ever see, dangling the 
opportunity of greater U.S. 
investment, expanded se¬ 
curity cooperation and a 
strategic counterweight to 
nearby Russia and China if 
the government improves 
its human rights record. 
Kerry issued a similar of¬ 
fer earlier in the day in Ta¬ 
jikistan, echoing weekend 
pitches in Kyrgyzstan, Uz¬ 
bekistan and Kazakhstan. 
Speaking Monday at Ka¬ 
zakhstan’s Nazarbayev 
University, he addressed 
the challenge facing the 
region’s governments, par¬ 
ticularly as they respond to 
the threat of expanded Is¬ 
lamic State activity. 

“The terrorist presence 
alone doesn't give authori¬ 
ties a license to use vio¬ 
lence indiscriminately,” he 
told a crowd that included 
the Kazakh prime minister, 
senators, foreign diplomats 
and students. He said fear 
about extremist groups “is 
not a legitimate excuse 
to lock up political oppo¬ 
nents, diminish the rights of 
civil society or pin a false 
label on activists who are 
engaged in peaceful dis¬ 
sent.” 

Although the five “Stans” 
vary significantly in devel¬ 


opment and openness, 
rights groups and Kerry’s 
own State Department say 
each routinely abuses hu¬ 
man rights. 

Turkmenistan, which con¬ 
sistently ranks among the 
most corrupt nations and 
isolates itself in a way that 
draws comparisons to 
North Korea, is arguably 
the worst of the bunch. But 
Western nations, like Russia 
and China, continue to en¬ 
gage the country, in part 
because it holds some of 
the world's deepest gas re¬ 
serves. 

With almost no indepen¬ 
dent scrutiny in the coun¬ 
try, it is impossible to deter¬ 
mine how many political 
prisoners the government 
is holding. Some have dis¬ 
appeared in prisons, cut 
off from contact with their 
families and the outside 
world, rights campaigners 
say. Lately, the govern¬ 
ment has been seizing pri¬ 
vate satellite dishes to pre¬ 
vent outside information 
from entering. 

No secretary of state had 
visited Turkmenistan since 
James Baker in 1992. Ker¬ 
ry’s trip was brief, with only 
one event: A meeting 
with President Gurbanguli 
Berdymukhamedov. 

“In the gold domed presi¬ 
dential palace, Berdy¬ 
mukhamedov hailed the 
new “dynamic relation¬ 
ship” between Turkmeni¬ 
stan and the U.S. 

Kerry said, “We can do 
more together to help your 
people develop some of 
the skill sets necessary in 
this modern economy.” 
Berdymukhamedov, whose 
official title is Arkadag, or 
“Protector,” has ruled Turk¬ 
menistan with an iron fist 
for almost a decade, con¬ 
trolling all aspects of life in 
the mostly Muslim nation 
of 5 million people on the 
Caspian Sea. Citizens sing 
songs in Berdymukham- 
edov’s honor. Imams pray 
for him. 

But the 58-year-old former 
dentist is seen as an im¬ 
provement from his pre¬ 
decessor, Saparmurat Ni- 
yazov, or Turkmenbashi, the 
“Father of the Turkmen.” 
Niyazov took control during 
Turkmenistan’s final years in

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

company pleading for per¬ 
mission to build the Key¬ 
stone XL pipeline looked 
beyond President Barack 
Obama on Tuesday in ap¬ 
parent hopes a future Re¬ 
publican president would 
greenlight the project. But 
the administration signaled 
it was in no mood to hand 
off the decision to the win¬ 
ner of the 2016 election. 
TransCanada insisted its 
request for the U.S. to sus¬ 
pend its review of the pro¬ 
posed project had nothing 
to do with presidential poli¬ 
tics even though a delay 
could thrust the decision 
a year or more into the fu¬ 
ture, likely putting it in the 
hands of Obama's succes¬ 
sor. Questioning the mo¬ 
tivation for the Canadian 
energy giant’s request, the 
White House said “there 
might be politics at play” 
and Obama still intended 
to make the decision. 

It was an unusual reversal 
of roles for TransCanada, 
which complained bitterly 
for years about Obama’s 
delays before suddenly 
requesting one of its own. 
Likewise, Obama’s admin¬ 
istration, after seven years 
of delay, seemed to dis¬ 
cover a newfound sense of 


urgency when faced with 
the prospect of letting the 
next president make the 
call. 

The State Department, the 
official arbiter of the pipe¬ 
line permit, said it was con¬ 
sidering TransCanada's 
new request but in the 
meantime the pipeline re¬ 
view would move forward 
unabated. 

“We’d like to finish this re¬ 
view process as swiftly as 
possible," spokeswoman 


Elizabeth Trudeau said 
Tuesday. That was 2,601 
days after TransCanada 
first proposed the $8 billion 
project. For TransCanada, 
a delay into 2017 might 
improve the prospects for 
approval — if a Republi¬ 
can wins the White House. 
The Republican presiden¬ 
tial field is unanimous in its 
support for Keystone, while 
Obama has downplayed 
its benefits and empha¬ 
sized environmental risks.

All of the major Democratic 
candidates oppose it — in¬ 
cluding front-runner Hill¬ 
ary Rodham Clinton, who 
oversaw the early phase 
of the pipeline review as 
Obama’s first-term secre¬ 
tary of state. 

Ahead of TransCanada’s 
request. Keystone support¬ 
ers had feared Obama 
would seize on a brief win¬ 
dow between Canada’s 
recent elections and the 
conclusion of global cli¬ 
mate talks next month to kill 
the project in grand fash¬ 
ion, solidifying his environ¬ 
mental bona tides. Obama 
hopes to make a global cli¬ 
mate pact the capstone of 
his environmental legacy 
and has sought to show 
aggressive action to curb 
carbon dioxide emissions 


as world leaders prepare 
to finalize an agreement in 
Paris. 

For Obama, the 1,179-mile 
(1,897-kilometer) proposed 
pipeline has swelled over 
the years into a behemoth 
political hot potato. White 
House spokesman Josh 
Earnest said Obama had 
sought to “shield this pro¬ 
cess from politics,” but the 
president's many delays 
have only injected more 
politics and posturing into 
the national debate. 
Republican Sen. John Ho- 
even, a vocal Keystone 
supporter, said it would be 
inconsistent for Obama to 
reject TransCanada's re¬ 
quest since the company 
has worked diligently to 
meet every legal and regu¬ 
latory hurdle. 

“Are they going to have 
a double standard here? 
They’ve held TransCan¬ 
ada up for almost seven 
years," Hoeven said in 
an interview. While most 
cross-border pipelines take 
less than 18 months to ap¬ 
prove or reject. Keystone’s 
has dragged on since Sep¬ 
tember 2008 — shortly be¬ 
fore Obama was elected. 
In late 2011, Obama an¬ 
nounced he would hold off 
until after the 2012 election, 
taking the issue off the ta¬ 
ble for his own re-election 
fight.

CONCORD, New Hamp¬ 
shire (AP) — Jeb Bush 
sought to revive a sagging 
campaign for president in 
New Hampshire on Tues¬ 
day, committing anew to 
a state with deep ties to 
his family. He'll start from a 
position of weakness that 
some family loyalists say is 
of his own making. 

Eager to distinguish him¬ 
self from his family legacy 
at the outset of his 2016 
bid. Bush failed to tap the 
support of many longtime 
friends in the state. Many in 
the old Bush network now 
say they’ve picked anoth¬ 
er candidate to support or 
are staying out of the pri¬ 
mary process altogether. 
“Folks who had historically 
been with his father and 
his brother and were look¬ 
ing to maybe participate 
in his campaign were basi¬ 
cally ignored,” said former 
New Hampshire Sen. Judd 
Gregg, who endorsed Bush 
last week and is now a top 
backer of his campaign. 

“A lot of those people 
moved on,” Gregg said. 
Having started the 2016 
campaign as the early 
Republican front-runner. 
Bush has tumbled in prefer¬ 
ence polls as voters flock to 
political outsiders such as 
real estate mogul Donald 
Trump and retired neuro¬ 
surgeon Ben Carson. Bush 
is battling his one-time pro¬ 
tege, Florida Sen. Marco 
Rubio for support within the 
party establishment. 

After a lackluster perfor¬ 
mance in the last Repub¬ 
lican presidential debate. 
Bush shook up his cam¬ 
paign and refocused on 
New Hampshire, which 
holds the first primary on 
the campaign calendar 
next February. Aides have 
said this week’s bus tour will 
be the first of long-stretches 
of time in the state, where 
Bush plans to keep holding 
town hall-style meetings 
while adding more informal 
“retail” stops where he can 
chat at length with small 
groups of voters. 

“I do think he's running a 
classic New Hampshire 
campaign, which is exactly 
what’s going to benefit him 
the most," Gregg said. 

But even now, as Bush re¬ 


turns to New Hampshire for 
a three-day swing on his 
“Jeb Can Fix It” tour and 
shifts staff up from his Miami 
headquarters, some promi¬ 
nent Bush family support¬ 
ers say the campaign still 
hasn’t contacted them. 
John Stabile, a four-time 
state Republican Party 
chairman who served 
as finance chairman for 
George H.W. Bush's presi¬ 
dential bids, said he’s not 
alone among Bush advo¬ 
cates who expected to get 
a call from Jeb Bush — and 
have not. 

“It’s been mind-boggling 
to me that the people we 
worked with for a long time 
never heard from any¬ 
body,” said Stabile, who's 
unsure if he’ll endorse 
any candidate this time 
around. 

Rich Killion, Bush’s senior 
New Hampshire adviser, 
says the campaign is go¬ 
ing after “every vote and 
everybody,” and will be 
well-positioned to turn out 
supporters on Election Day. 
Bush has a dozen paid staff 
in New Hampshire, more 
than any other state, and 
plans to add more. His 
campaign and an allied 
super political action com¬ 
mittee plan to spend at 
least $28 million on adver¬ 
tising there — almost triple 
their budget for any other 
early state, according to 
data provided by Kantar 
Media’s CMAG advertising 
tracker. 

Those resources alone 
haven’t yet won over long¬ 
time Bush loyalists, either 
because they were ig¬ 
nored early — or just think 
it’s time for someone with a 
different last name. 

Among them are former 
New Hampshire attorney 
general Tom Rath and for¬ 
mer U.S. Senator John E. Su- 
nunu, both past Bush-family 
supporters who are now 
backing Ohio Gov. John 
Kasich. 

Mark Vincent, chairman 
of the Hillsborough County 
Republican Party, said par¬ 
ty activists are worried that 
nominating Bush would put 
the party in a weak posi¬ 
tion to take on Democratic 
front-runner Hillary Rodham 
Clinton in the general elec¬ 
tion — and Bush's lacklus¬ 
ter debate performances 


haven't helped persuade 
them otherwise. 

“Maybe if Jeb continues 
to do a lot of appearanc¬ 
es and a lot of town halls

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NTSB: Issue with fuel supply line in 


plane that caught fire 


MIAMI (AP) — The National 
Transportation Safety Board 
reported Tuesday that the 
main fuel supply line to an 
engine was disconnected 
before a jetliner caught fire 
as it taxied for takeoff from 
Fort Lauderdale/Hollywood 
International Airport. 

In issuing preliminary find¬ 
ings Tuesday, the NTSB said 


the fuel line's coupling as¬ 
sembly had disconnected 
near the left engine of the 
Dynamic International Air¬ 
ways plane. The coupling 
assembly has been re¬ 
tained for further investiga¬ 
tion. 

The fire did not penetrate 
the fuselage, the NTSB said. 
The NTSB is reviewing the 


Greensboro, North Caro¬ 
lina-based airline's plane 
maintenance records. Of¬ 
ficials plan to wrap up the 
onsite investigation Tues¬ 
day. 

The stainless steel fuel lines 
on a Boeing 767 are not 
usually a focus in regular 
aircraft maintenance, said 
Chuck Horning, chairman 


of Aviation Maintenance 
Science at Embry-Riddle 
Aeronautical University. 

“It's not one of those things 
that is generally an issue. 
The first thing I would want 
to look at is get a complete 
picture of the maintenance 
done in that area,” Horning 
said. 

“You’d want to go back 


and see what other kinds of 
maintenance was done in 
the past." 

The NTSB reported there 
was no maintenance in the 
fuel line area immediately 
before the fire. Dynamic 
has ordered inspections of 
the rest of the airline’s fleet 
to ensure proper fuel line 
connections. □ 


DNA hunt on as Chipotle-linked E. coli outbreak grows to 37

SEATTLE (AP) — Chipotle’s 
industry-leading commit¬ 
ment to tracking its ingre¬ 
dients from farm to table 
is being put to the test by 
an E. coli outbreak that has 
sickened at least 37 people 
as of Tuesday, nearly all of 
whom ate recently at one 
of the chain’s restaurants 
in Washington state or Or¬ 
egon. 

Scientists also said Tues¬ 
day that they identified 
the specific microorganism 
responsible, which they be¬ 
lieve was carried on fresh 
produce such as lettuce or 
tomatoes. 

The chain of casual Mexi¬ 
can restaurants voluntarily 
closed 43 locations in the 
two states after health of¬ 
ficials alerted them to a 


growing number of E. coli 
cases involving people who 
shared one common expe¬ 
rience: a meal at Chipotle 
during the last two weeks. 
The numbers grew from 3

to 12 probable cases in the 
Portland area and from 19 
to 25 probable cases in five 
counties near Seattle on 
Tuesday. 

Washington State Epidemi¬ 


ologist Dr. Scott Lindquist 
said the specific microor¬ 
ganism responsible for the 
outbreak is Shiga toxin-pro¬ 
ducing E. coli 026. 

Now they’re doing more 
tests, on samples of hu¬ 
man waste and on any E. 
coli found in food samples, 
looking for any exact DNA 
matches. That, in turn, 
should indicate which in¬ 
gredient carried it into the 
meals of diners, Lindquist 
said. Food from six Chipo¬ 
tle stores linked to the 
outbreak is being tested, 
and Lindquist said they 
may know by Wednesday 
which produce, if any, tests 
positive for the same micro¬ 
organism. 

Authorities have already 
asked Chipotle to turn over 
information about its food 
suppliers. “We're really rely¬ 


ing on working closely with 
Chipotle," said Dr. Katrina 
Hedberg, Oregon’s state 
epidemiologist. 

Multi-state outbreaks have 
increased sharply in recent 
years, the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Preven¬ 
tion reported Tuesday. On 
average, two dozen oc¬ 
curred from 2010 to 2014, 
up from six a year from 1973 
to 2010. That's partly due to 
better detection, but food 
industry consolidation has 
meant companies ship to 
wider networks of grocery 
stores and restaurants now, 
so tainted products can 
spread more widely as well. 
In this case, identifying the 
supplier of any contami¬ 
nated produce should be 
easier in this case than in 
other outbreaks of food- 
borne illnesses. □ 


Ex-sheriff: Deputy used unapproved firearm in fatal shooting 


TULSA, Oklahoma (AP) — 

A reserve deputy used an 
unapproved firearm that 
he wasn’t qualified to use- 
when he fatally shot an un¬ 
armed man, a former Okla¬ 
homa sheriff has admitted. 
The Tulsa World reported 
Tuesday that former Tul¬ 
sa County Sheriff Stanley 
Glanz acknowledged to 
the Commission on Ac¬ 
creditation for Law En¬ 
forcement Agencies that 
Robert Bates was carrying 
a personal firearm in April 


when he shot Eric Harris. 

In an 18-page letter to the 
agency, Glanz also told 
the agency that Bates 
had not followed policy 
to attain the required ap¬ 
proval and documenta¬ 
tion to carry that weapon. 
Glanz said the shooting of 
Harris was the “sole docu¬ 
mented use" by Bates of 
his unauthorized, personal 
weapon while on duty. 

The Tulsa World obtained 
the letter — a response to 
questions posed by the 


agency in May — through 
an open records request. 
The letter is dated Sept. 3. 
According to an arrest re¬ 
port, Harris, 44, was hand¬ 
cuffed and restrained dur¬ 
ing a sting involving gun 
sales in April when the 
73-year-old Bates fatally 
shot him. Bates has said 
he confused his stun gun 
and his handgun. Bates re¬ 
signed from the sheriff's of¬ 
fice soon after the shooting 
and has pleaded not guilty 
to second-degree man¬ 


slaughter. 

Glanz said Bates resigned 
before the agency was 
able to discipline him in the 
shooting. Glanz also said 
he waived application re¬ 
quirements Bates as he did 
for all reserve deputies who 
had previously been law 
enforcement officers. Bates 
was an officer for one year 
in the mid-1960s. He said 
seven reserve deputies 
from 2009 to 2014 did not 
have documentation in 
their files showing they satis¬ 


fied annual firearms qualifi¬ 
cation requirements. 

A grand jury indicted Glanz 
on two misdemeanor 
counts after an investiga¬ 
tion of his department amid 
allegations of special treat¬ 
ment for reserve deputies 
and concern about Bates’ 
performance and training. 
Glanz finally submitted his 
resignation in late Septem¬ 
ber, about five months af¬ 
ter Harris was killed. His res¬ 
ignation was effective Nov.

Automakers post big October sales gains; record year in sight

DETROIT (AP) — The U.S. 
is speeding toward what 
could be a record year for 
auto sales. 

Sales of new cars and 
trucks rose by double-digit 
percentages at most ma¬ 
jor automakers in October, 
and companies are raising 
their expectations for the 
rest of the year. Ford now 
expects total U.S. sales of 
17.4 million this year, just 
topping the record of 17.35 
million from 2001. 

General Motors’s U.S. sales 
rose almost 16 percent 
over last October. Ford and 
Toyota reported 13 percent 
gains. Nissan sales rose 12.5 
percent over a year ago, 
and Fiat Chrysler’s were up 
nearly 15 percent. Flonda 
sales rose 8.6 percent. Volk¬ 
swagen, mired in an emis- 
sions-cheating scandal, 
posted a small gain. 

U.S. sales rose 14 percent to 
nearly 1.5 million, accord¬ 
ing to Autodata Corp. It 
was the best October since 
2001, when zero-percent 
financing offers after the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks 
pushed sales to 1.6 million, 
according to the LMC Au¬ 
tomotive forecasting firm. 
GM said sales have run at 
an annual rate of 17.8 mil¬ 
lion for the past six months, 
putting the year on track to 
break the annual record. 
And the pace likely won’t 
slow as holiday promotions 


begin in November. 

“It’s going to be hard not 
to hit that record at this 
pace,” said Jeff Schuster, 
senior vice president of 
auto sales forecasting for 
LMC Automotive. Schus¬ 
ter said the industry roared 
back from weak sales in the 
early months of the year. 
Sales have been greased 
by cheap financing, low 
gas prices and an improv¬ 
ing economy. Schuster said 
buyers are using the extra 
cash to buy bigger vehicles 
loaded with features. Sales 
of the eight-seat Cadillac 
Escalade, for example, rose 
47 percent. 

Automakers induced buy¬ 
ers further by offering in¬ 
centives on outgoing 2015 
models. TrueCar said the 
car companies spent 14.1 
percent more than last Oc¬ 
tober on cash-back pro¬ 
motions and other deals. 
Chevrolet was offering 
zero-percent financing for 
up to 72 months on a 2015 
Camaro, while Toyota ad¬ 
vertised $2,000 cash back 
on a 2015 Avalon sedan. 
The deals are expected to 
continue. On Tuesday, Ford 
said it will offer no-haggle 
prices below the standard 
retail price on most vehi¬ 
cles through the end of this 
year. The discounts vary, 
but on a 2016 Ford Explorer, 
the starting price drops by 
$1,121 to $29,929. 

Whether Ford’s rivals will 
follow remains to be seen. 
Incentive spending usu¬ 


ally declines in November 
and picks up again in De¬ 
cember, but Mark LaNeve, 
Ford's U.S. marketing chief, 
said he’s already seeing 
Black Friday car deals ad¬ 
vertised on television. 
“We're in a strong market, 
but it's a very competitive 
market with a lot of activity 
out there," he said. 

LaNeve reassured inves¬ 
tors that Ford won't spend 
more on incentives than it 
did in October, but will sim¬ 
ply shift the money around. 
Industry analysts worry 
that, as U.S. sales peak and 
eventually slow, automak¬ 
ers will fall into the trap they 
did a decade ago, resort¬ 


ing to heavy discounting in 
order to keep growing their 
sales. That lowered indus¬ 
try profits and slashed cars’ 
resale values. Eric Lyman, 
TrueCar’s vice president of 
industry analysis, says pent- 
up demand from the reces¬ 
sion should peter out in the 
middle of 2016. After that, 
automakers could face a 
period of declining sales. 
Deals popping up over the 
next few months are one 
hedge against that. 

“This is probably the first 
we’re seeing automakers 
react to a possible decline 
in future demand,” Lyman 
said. 

Volkswagen offered $2,000

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Commissioner says Greece, creditors can reach deal in days 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

A top European official 
said Tuesday that Greece 
and its European credi¬ 
tors should be able, by 
next week, to iron out dis¬ 
agreements on reforms the 
country must undertake to 
receive a new rescue loan 
installment. 

Financial and economic 
affairs commissioner Pierre 
Moscovici said that while 
significant progress has 
been made so far, “three 
or four” issues remain unre¬ 
solved. 

These include measures to 
protect Greek-mortgage 
holders from foreclosures, 
as well as whether sales tax 
will be imposed on private 
education — from kinder¬ 
gartens and schools to mu¬ 
sic, language and dancing 
lessons. 


But Moscovici voiced con¬ 
fidence that a compro¬ 
mise will be found ahead 
of Monday’s meeting of 
finance ministers from 
Greece’s eurozone part¬ 
ners. 

“We are not considering 
the case of failure, we are 
looking only for success," 
he said, after talks in Athens 
with Greek Finance Minister 
Euclid Tsakalotos. 

A successful outcome 
would allow Greece's 
creditors to unlock a 2 bil- 
lion-euro ($2.4-billion) loan 
installment, and resume 
talks on further reforms on 
which another 1 billion eu¬ 
ros in rescue loans is con¬ 
tingent. The money comes 
from the third bailout deal 
Greece signed in the sum¬ 
mer, after months of dith¬ 
ering that nearly led to the 
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Greek Prime Minister Alexis Tsipras, left, meets with European 
Commissioner for Economic and Financial Affairs Pierre Mosco¬ 
vici in Athens, on Tuesday, Nov. 3, 2015.

“I am confident that the 
discussion will start before 
Christmas — I cannot of 
course guarantee that it 
will end before Christmas 
because it is a complicat¬ 
ed issue,” he said. 

“If there is good faith on 
both sides there are many 
technical solutions to ad¬ 
dress the issue of the debt, 
but if there is no good faith 
I can think of arguments 
against any solution what¬ 
soever.” 

Moscovici met Prime Min¬ 
ister Alexis Tsipras earlier 
Tuesday. On Wednesday, 
he is due to see Labor Min¬ 
ister Giorgos Katrougalos, 
who faces the daunting 
task of reforming the coun¬ 
try’s moribund pension sys¬

Iraq’s Ahmad Chalabi, voice behind 2003 war, dies

BAGHDAD (AP) — Ahmad 
Chalabi, a prominent Iraqi 
politician who became a 
Pentagon favorite when he 
helped convince the Bush 
administration to overthrow 
Saddam Hussein in 2003 by 
pushing false allegations of 
weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion and links to al-Qaida, 
died Tuesday of a heart at¬ 
tack. He was 71. 

Iraqi state TV said he died 
in Baghdad but did not 
provide further details. 
Chalabi, a secular Shiite 
politician who lived in exile 
for decades, was a leading 
proponent of the invasion 
and had close ties to many 
in the Bush administration. 


who viewed him as a favor¬ 
ite to lead Iraq. 

However, he had a falling 
out with the Pentagon af¬ 
ter the invasion, and was 
largely sidelined by other 
Iraqi leaders, many with 
close ties to neighboring 
Iran. Chalabi had most re¬ 
cently been serving as the 
chairman of parliament’s 
finance committee, and 
was previously a deputy 
prime minister. 

To his supporters in Iraq, 
Chalabi was a campaign¬ 
er for democracy who 
deserves credit for Sad¬ 
dam's removal. “It is a very 
bad day for Iraq,” Shiite 
lawmaker Muwaffak al- 
Rubaie, a former national 
security adviser, told The 


Associated Press. “He was 
one of the most seasoned 
and pioneering politicians. 
Chalabi worked for a dem¬ 
ocratic, liberal Iraq ... I am 
glad he died peacefully." 
But Robert Baer, a former 
CIA officer who met with 
Chalabi repeatedly in the 
mid-1990s and in the lead- 
up to the 2003 war, called 
him a “con man” who was 
able to manipulate Ameri¬ 
can politicians. 

“He was the most charm¬ 
ing man I've had to deal 
with at the CIA and the 
most educated,” Baer told 
the AP. “He understood 
American politics and he 
understood the American 
political narrative better 
than most Americans. ”□

TAIPEI, Taiwan (AP) — Tai¬ 
wan’s president will meet

among many Taiwanese of 
the mainland government. 
Taiwanese President Ma 
Ying-jeou will meet Chi¬ 
nese President Xi Jinping 
in Singapore to exchange 
ideas about relations be¬ 
tween the two sides but not 
sign any deals, presidential 
spokesman Charles Chen 
said in a statement early 
Wednesday. 

Presidents of the two sides 
have not met since Chi- 
ang Kai-shek's Nationalists 
lost the Chinese civil war to 
Mao Zedong’s Communists 
in the 1940s, and the Na¬ 
tionalists rebased in Taiwan 
160 kilometers (100 miles) 


away. The two sides have 
been separately ruled 
since then. 

China insists that the two 
sides eventually reunite, by 
force if necessary. 

The two sides never talked 
formally until Ma, the Na¬ 
tionalist president since 
2008, lay aside old hostilities 


to set up lower-level official 
meetings. 

China and Taiwan have 
signed 23 deals covering 
mainly trade, transit and 
investment, binding Tai¬ 
wan closer to its top trad¬ 
ing partner and the world’s 
second-largest economy. 
The announcement came 


overnight and there was no 
immediate reaction from 
the Chinese government 
at that hour, and officials 
in China could not immedi¬ 
ately be reached for com¬ 
ment. Ma is stepping down 
as president next year after 
his maximum two terms. 
Since last year, many Tai¬ 
wanese have criticized the 
Ma government for getting 
too close to the mainland. 
They fear China will eventu¬ 
ally leverage economic re¬ 
lations to exert more power 
over the island. 

China is likely to see the 
meeting as a final chance 
before elections in Taiwan 
to press its case for stronger 
ties in case the Nationalists 
lose the Jan. 16 presiden¬ 
tial poll to an anti-Beijing 
opposition party, as widely 
forecast. 

Xi warned Taiwan in 2013 
against putting off politi¬ 
cal differences from gen¬ 
eration to generation. Last 
year he suggested a one- 


country, two-system form 
of joint rule, in which Bei¬ 
jing controls Taiwan but the 
island retains some of its 
autonomy and political sys¬ 
tem — as does Hong Kong. 
The statement from Ma’s 
spokesman said the two 
presidents will meet to 
“solidify Taiwan-mainland

The two countries have

Khamenei says the “aim of 
the slogan is not death to 
American people.

Maduro said the pilot proj¬ 
ect could serve as a model 
for future investments in 
St. Vincent. He did not say 
how much construction of 
the homes would cost or 
provide any other details 
as he praised the program. 
“There should be no doubt 
in our minds that PetroCa- 
ribe today is the backbone 
of the energy, social and 
economic development of 
our region,” said Maduro, 
whose country is struggling 
with a tanking economy 
and has the world’s high¬ 
est inflation. 

Maduro announced dur¬ 
ing his visit that Venezuela 
would provide 7,500 lap¬ 
tops for the island’s gov¬ 
ernment, adding that the 
two nations would seek to 
improve trade relations. 
Maduro said he also plans 
to launch an initiative that 
aims to foster trade be¬ 
tween Venezuela and the 
eastern Caribbean to fa¬ 
cilitate customs, transpor¬ 
tation and operations for 
Petrocaribe projects. 
Maduro recently visited An¬ 
tigua, Suriname, St. Lucia 
and Grenada to talk about 
economic and social de¬ 
velopment initiatives.Q

James,

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — LeB¬ 
ron James became the 
youngest player to reach 
25,000 career points, lead¬ 
ing the Cleveland Cava¬ 
liers past the winless Phila¬ 
delphia 76ers 107-100 in 
the NBA on Monday.

Washington Nationals hire Dusty Baker as their next manager

WASHINGTON (AP) — Dusty 
Baker got another man¬ 
aging job, this time with 
the Washington Nationals. 
And Major League Base¬ 
ball got another black skip¬ 
per, something the man in 
charge of the sport called 
“encouraging.” 

The Nationals announced 
Baker's hiring on Tuesday, 
nearly a month after fir¬ 
ing Matt Williams when the 
club missed the playoffs. 
With Baker joining the Na¬ 
tionals, baseball avoids 
what would have been its 
first start to a season since 
1988 with zero black man¬ 
agers. 

“I am certain that the Na¬ 
tionals, like all of our clubs, 
hired the best person for 
the job. It is encouraging 


that in this case the best 
person turned out to be 
African-American,” base¬ 
ball Commissioner Rob 
Manfred wrote in an email 
to The Associated Press. 
“This is a positive step and 


I am intent on making con¬ 
tinued progress on diversity 
in the managerial ranks go¬ 
ing forward.” 

When the Seattle Mariners 
fired Lloyd McClendon last 
month, it left no black man¬ 


agers in the major leagues. 
No season had started 
without at least one since 
1988; in April that year, 
Frank Robinson replaced 
Cal Ripken Sr. with the Balti¬ 
more Orioles. Robinson lat¬ 
er managed the Nationals. 
“Dusty Baker is highly quali¬ 
fied, has years of mana¬ 
gerial experience and is a 
proven leader,” Manfred 
wrote. 

In the 66-year-old Baker, 
the Nationals get someone 
who has worked 20 seasons 
as a manager in the ma¬ 
jors and whose 1,671-1,504 
record — a .526 winning 
percentage — includes 
the second-most victories 
among active managers. 
He led the San Francisco 
Giants to the 2002 World 
Series and reached the 
postseason a half-dozen 
other times. 

He becomes the second- 
oldest manager in the ma¬ 
jors at the moment, a few 
weeks younger than Terry 
Collins, who just led the 
New York Mets to the World 
Series. 

Baker also managed the 
Chicago Cubs and, most 
recently, the Cincinnati 
Reds, who fired him in 2013. 
He has a reputation for be¬ 
ing able to handle different 
clubhouse personalities, 
including managing Barry 
Bonds while with the Giants. 
Baker won NL Manager of 
the Year honors in 1993, 
1997 and 2000. He retired 
as a player in 1986 after 
19 years in the majors, win¬ 
ning a World Series title with 
the Los Angeles Dodgers in 
1981. 

“We were looking for 
a manager to help us 
achieve our ultimate goal 
of competing for a World 
Series championship,” Na¬ 
tionals owner Ted Lerner 
said in a statement. “Dur¬ 
ing our broad search pro¬ 
cess we met with many 
qualified candidates, and 


ultimately it was clear that 
Dusty’s deep experience 
was the best fit for our ball- 
club.” 

Washington said general 
manager Mike Rizzo and 
Baker will wait until Thursday 
to hold a news conference; 
Rizzo spoke abouf Williams' 
firing on a conference call. 
In fhe news release abouf 
Baker's hiring, Rizzo said: 
“We are excifed to bring 
him to Washington and 
put his steady demeanor, 
knowledge and many 
years in the game to work 
in our favor.” 

Rizzo let Williams go a day 
after Washington, which 
had World Series aspira¬ 
tions, finished the regular 
season at 83-79, seven 
games behind the New 
York Mets in the NL East. 
Williams, who played un¬ 
der Baker with the Giants, 
had never managed in the 
majors when he was hired 
for the 2014 season. The 
Nationals won their division 
and he was voted NL Man¬ 
ager of the Year; a division 
series loss to San Francisco 
followed. 

Williams then presided over 
a 2015 season filled with 
defeats, discord and the 
embarrassing spectacle of 
a dugout dustup between 
NL MVP front-runner Bryce 
Harper and teammate 
Jonathan Papelbon during 
a game the day after the 
team was eliminated from 
playoff contention. 

Williams said he had no idea 
of fhe extent of the skirmish 
until much later in the day, 
even though he was in the 
dugout at the time, Williams 
said he hadn't been aware 
of exactly what happened 
— including that Papelbon 
grabbed Harper by the 
throat. None of his players 
or coaches told him about 
it right away, and he said 
he hadn't asked to know 
more.Q

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Redskins: U.S. has registered plenty of ‘offensive’ trademarks

RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — As 

the Washington Redskins 
defend their federal trade¬ 
mark registration, they ar¬ 
gue in court papers that 
the government has regis¬ 
tered plenty of companies 
with offensive names. 
Among the names cited 
by the NFL team: Take 
Yo Panties Off and Dago 
Swagg clothing. Midget 
Man condoms and inflat¬ 
able sex dolls and Baked 
By A Negro bakery prod¬ 
ucts. 

The Redskins are appeal¬ 
ing a judge's July order 
canceling their trademark 
registration. U.S. District 
Judge Gerald Bruce Lee 
ruled that the name Red¬ 
skins may be disparaging 
to Native Americans. 

In its opening brief filed with 
the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, the team says the 
federal trademark register 
is “infested with countless 
trademarks conveying rac¬ 


ist and offensive messages” 
but insists that the name 
Redskins is not among 
them. 

The team has long said 
that the name is intended 
to honor Native Americans, 


not insult them, and that 
there is no proof that a sub¬ 
stantial segment of that 
population finds the word 
Redskins offensive. 
“Petitioners made no at¬ 
tempt to quantify the per¬

three guys on him tonight.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) 

— Tennessee controlling 
owner Amy Adams Strunk 
had been thinking of mak¬ 
ing a coaching change for 
weeks, and team President 
Steve Underwood said they 
caught Mike Mularkey a bit 
off-guard Tuesday morning 
asking him to take over as 
interim head coach. 

The Titans fired Ken Whisen¬ 
hunt after a 3-20 tenure 
with the franchise. 

“When you’re not winning 
and you can’t win, that’s 
when change happens in 
the NFL,” Underwood said. 
Underwood said he and 
general manager Rus- 
ton Webster told Whisen¬ 
hunt they were making a 
change on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. The president said 
promoting Mularkey was 
based on his experience as 
an offensive coordinator. 
Dick LeBeau is the other 
former head coach on the 
coaching staff, but he's in 
charge of a defense cur¬ 
rently fifth in the NFL in yards 
allowed. 

Whisenhunt’s latest loss 
came Sunday in Houston, 
where this franchise was 
founded and with Strunk 
in the stadium. That ap¬ 
parently the last straw for 
Strunk, who was not at 
Tuesday’s press confer¬ 
ence. She took over as 
controlling owner in March 
replacing Tommy Smith 


who hired Whisenhunt in 
January 2014. 

“We have expected more 
progress on the field, and 
I felt it was time to move 
in a different direction,” 
Strunk said in a statement. 
“I would like to thank Ken 
for his efforts with our team, 
as he worked very hard to 
try to move us forward.” 
Mularkey said he hopes to 
earn this job after a nine- 
game audition. Offensive 
coordinator Jason Michael 
will take over calling plays, 
a job Whisenhunt previous¬ 
ly handled. “Our roster right 
now is the roster that’s go¬ 
ing to get us out of the hole 
we're in,” Mularkey said. 
The Titans went 2-14 in 
Whisenhunt's debut sea¬ 
son. It was their worst re¬ 
cord since 1994, after go¬ 
ing 7-9 in 2013 under Mike 
Munchak. Tennessee draft¬ 
ed Heisman Trophy win¬ 
ner Marcus Mariota with 
the No. 2 pick overall in 
the draft, then named him 
the starter. They won their 
opener 42-14 in Tampa 
Bay, then lost six straight for 
the longest skid in the NFL. 
Three of the losses were by 
a combined six points, and 
Whisenhunt was just 1-11 at 
home. 

That was the 16th loss in 17 
games for Tennessee, and 
the Titans also have lost their 
last 12 games against AFC 
opponents for the longest 
such skid by a team inside 
its conference in the NFL. 


It's the worst skid since this 
team left Houston for Ten¬ 
nessee in 1997 and ranks 
among the worst stretches 
in franchise history. 
Whisenhunt’s .130 winning 
percentage also ranks be¬ 
hind only Leeman Bennett 
with Tampa Bay and Rich 
Kotite with the New York 
Jets (4-28, .125) for the worst 
NFL coaching record since 
1970, according to STATS. 
Whisenhunt tied with Jim 
Ringo who went 3-20 with 
Buffalo.The coach thanked 
the Titans for the opportu¬ 
nity and his coaches and 
players for their hard work. 
“I am sorry we weren’t able 
to get it done in our time 
here,” Whisenhunt said in 
a statement issued through 
the Titans. 

Titans cornerback Perrish 
Cox, who missed the last 
two games to an injured 
hamstring, called the move 
frustrating on Twitter. 

“For anyone who wants to 
kno, no i am NOT happy 
with wiz gone, he was a 
good coach, he wznt the 
prob and we all know it!!,” 
Cox wrote. 

Safety Michael Griffin, the 
longest-tenured player on 
the roster, wrote in a text to 
The Associated Press that 
anyone hates someone 
getting fired, but everyone 
knows this is a business. 

“I will say I have a lot of re¬ 
spect for coach Whiz and 
I wish him the best,” Griffin 
wrote. 


The Titans have started 
four rookies on offense this 
season, including Mariota 
who has missed the last 
two games with a sprained 
MCL in his left knee. Tennes¬ 
see currently ranks next to 
last in the NFL, averaging 
17.9 points per game. 
Mularkey arrived in Ten¬ 
nessee with Whisenhunt 
as tight ends coach and 
was promoted to assistant 
head coach this offsea¬ 
son. He has been a head 


coach with the Buffalo Bills 
in 2004-05 and in 2012 with 
Jacksonville and played 
nine years in the NFL with 
Minnesota and Pittsburgh. 
Mularkey also has been an 
offensive coordinator with 
Pittsburgh, Miami and At¬ 
lanta. 

The Falcons had a 3,000- 
yard passer, 1,000-yard re¬ 
ceiver and 1,000-yard rush¬ 
er in three of Mularkey’s 
four seasons between 2008

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Weak Blood - People

in the same family are re¬ 
lated by blood and “blood 
is thicker than water" says 
that family (“blood") rela¬ 
tions are more important 
than relations with friends. 
“Blood is thicker than wa¬ 
ter” compares the thick¬ 
ness of blood (family rela¬ 
tionship) to the thickness 
of water (friendships) and 
says that our family rela¬ 
tions are more important 
(“thicker") than all others. 

Interestingly, there 
are no quotations on 
“weak blood", as in not 
enough red blood cells, 
also known as anemia. 
One of the more common 
blood disorders, anemia, 
occurs when the number 
of healthy red blood cells 
decreases in the body. 
The disc-shaped red blood 
cells contain hemoglo¬ 
bin, a unique molecule 
that carries oxygen to the 
body’s tissues. 

The most com¬ 
mon sign of anemia is mild 
paleness of the skin, along 
with decreased pinkness 
of the lips, the lining of the 
eyelids, and the nail beds. 
Other common signs of 
anemia may include: ir¬ 
ritability, fatigue, dizziness, 
lightheadedness, and a 
rapid heartbeat. Depend¬ 
ing on the condition caus¬ 


ing the anemia, other signs 
and symptoms may occur, 
such as jaundice (yellow- 
tinged skin), dark tea-col¬ 
ored urine, easy bruising 
or bleeding, and enlarge¬ 
ment of the spleen or liver. 

Unfortunately, 
many doctors don't dis¬ 
cover anemia until they run 
blood tests as part of a rou¬ 
tine physical examination. 
A complete blood count 
may indicate that there are 
fewer red blood cells than 
normal. Other diagnostic 
tests may include a blood 
smear which can some¬ 
times indicate the cause 
of the anemia. When your 
blood tests indicate that 
the total serum iron and 
ferritin levels, which help 
determine whether your 
anemia is due to iron de¬ 
ficiency is on the low side, 
most doctors will prescribe 
iron supplementation. This 
is a mistake that only gives 
you constipation. 

Regrettably, many 
doctors do not appreci¬ 
ate that your blood has a 
narrow range of iron that 
it can use to help produce 
red blood cells. Correctly, 
a lack of iron can cause 
anemia. Similarly, too much 
iron also causes what looks 
like anemia. The immedi¬ 
ate reaction of doctors to 
prescribe iron can be dan¬ 
gerous! 

Hemoglobin is not 
iron! Unfortunately phy¬ 
sicians prescribe iron to 
anemic people who test 
with low hemoglobin. Yes, 
the patients are anemic, 
but the iron can be col¬ 
lecting in storage instead 


of going into hemoglobin. 
These people are iron- 
overloaded. Many Afri¬ 
can decedents have this 
condition. They need iron 
removed despite the ane¬ 
mia. The anemia should 
be treated with B vitamins, 
especially B12, B6 and folic 
acid. However, B vitamins 
should always be taken 
as a complete B complex, 
with specific B vitamins 
added on an individual 
basis by a trained Clinical 
Nutritionist. Blood banks 
especially seem to believe 
that hemoglobin and iron 
are the same. They have 
prepared lists of high iron 
foods to give out to donors 
with low hemoglobin. They 
invariably tell these people: 
“Your iron is low.” 

Many of our grass¬ 
roots clinic patients who 
are anemic have type A 
blood. People with type A 
blood have a deficiency 
in stomach acid that pre¬ 
vents them from absorbing 
the iron from their food. The 
other nutritional disaster 
is milk products. Milk does 
no body good, but for the 
vast majority of the world’s 
people it is a public health 
disaster. No other ani¬ 
mal drinks cow’s milk, not 
even calves once they are 
weaned. The late Dr. Benja¬ 
min Spock, the U.S.'s lead¬ 
ing authority on child care, 
spoke out against feeding 
“cow's glue” to children, 
saying it can cause ane¬ 
mia, allergies, and diabe¬ 
tes and in the long term, will 
set kids up for obesity and 
heart disease, the number 
one cause of death of chil¬ 


dren in the United States. 

Countless Arubans 
and Americans can trace 
our family tree to Portu¬ 
guese, Spanish, Italian and 
Greek roots. Many dece¬ 
dents from Mediterranean 
countries have inherited 
Glucose-6-phosphate de¬ 
hydrogenase (G6PD) defi¬ 
ciency. The red blood cells 
of people with this condi¬ 
tion either do not make 
enough of the enzyme 
G6PD or the enzyme that is 
produced is abnormal and 
does not work well. When 
someone born with the de¬ 
ficiency has an infection, 
takes any sulfa medicine, 
is exposed to the smell of 
camphor, or eats fava 
beans the body’s red blood 
cells suffer extra stress. With¬ 
out adequate G6PD to pro¬ 
tect them, many red blood 
cells are destroyed prema¬ 
turely. Iron supplementa¬ 
tion will not help; it hurts by 
stressing the red blood cells 
more. There is a simple 
blood test to check if you 
have this many times, un¬ 
detected condition. 

I 
have four close friends that 
I would choose over my sib¬ 
lings in a heartbeat. There 
is a Venezuelan proverb 
that says “Blood is inherited 
and virtue is acquired”. The 
blood type A, or those of 
you who have inherited iron 
overload or G6PD deficien¬ 
cy can acquire the virtue 
of health by learning how 
to be your best doctor. If 
you have been diagnosed 
with “weak blood” do not 
settle for iron supplements, 
it could be killing you faster.

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Microsoft gets stingy with free online storage

NEW YORK (AP) — Micro¬ 
soft is getting stingy with 
online storage. 

The company just cut the 
free space it offers through 
its OneDrive service by 
two-thirds, making it the 
second major company 
to retreat from a consumer 
cloud-storage boom that 
tempted users with price 
cuts and ever-larger free 
offers. 

Starting next year, Micro¬ 
soft will cut its free option 
to 5 gigabytes, down from 
15 gigabytes now. Micro¬ 
soft says the new allotment 
is enough for about 6,600 
Office documents or 1,600 
photos. 

Earlier this year, Amazon 
eliminated a free 5 gi¬ 
gabyte storage plan, al¬ 
though it still offers that 
amount to those who pay 
for its Prime loyalty pro¬ 
gram. 

Microsoft is also effectively 
doubling prices for some 
storage plans. It will charge 
$2 a month for 50 giga¬ 
bytes of storage, including 
the free allotment, rather 
than the 100 gigabytes 
it currently offers at that 
price. The company is elim¬ 
inating a $4-a-month, 200 
gigabyte plan. 

Subscribers to Microsoft's 
Office 365, which offers 
word processing, spread¬ 
sheet and other apps start¬ 
ing at $7 a month, will now 
be limited to 1 terabyte, 
or 1,000 gigabytes, of stor¬ 
age. The company is killing 
off an “unlimited” option 
that it said a “small num¬ 
ber of users" had abused 
by backing up numerous 
personal computers and 
storing entire movie collec¬ 
tions. 

As with similar services from 
Google, Dropbox and oth¬ 
ers, OneDrive can store 
just about any type of files. 


Apps can automatically 
sync what you store on a 
device. 

Under CEO Satya Nadella, 
Microsoft has emphasized 
mobile and online services 
such as OneDrive over tra¬ 
ditional sales of Windows 
and Office software for 
personal computers. 

The company has offered 
services for free as a way 
to hook people into us¬ 
ing other services, such as 
Microsoft's ad-supported 
Bing search engine and 
the Office 365 subscription. 
Microsoft didn’t explain 
why it was cutting back its 
storage offer, or why it ad¬ 
vertised an “unlimited” op¬ 
tion if actually using large 
amounts of storage posed 
a problem. 

The company declined to 
comment beyond a blog 
post it published Monday 
night. 

Microsoft says it will give 
people time — up to a year 
in some cases — to remove 
files that exceed its new 
limits. 

Here’s a look at some of 
the alternatives: 

DROPBOX: People get only 
2 gigabytes for free, but 
can earn bonuses by get¬ 
ting friends to sign up or by 
uploading photos auto¬ 
matically from phones. Af¬ 
ter that, it’s $10 a month for 
a terabyte of space. Busi¬ 
ness plans with unlimited 
storage cost $15 a month 
per person, with a mini¬ 
mum of five people. 
GOOGLE DRIVE: It’s 15 gi¬ 
gabytes of free storage 
to start, but that includes 
Gmail messages on the ac¬ 
count. Photos of up to 16 
megapixels, which covers 
most phones, won’t count 
toward the limit. For more 
storage, prices range from 
$2 a month for 100 giga¬ 
bytes to $300 for 30 tera¬ 
bytes. 

APPLE’S ICLOUD: Free stor¬ 


age starts at 5 gigabytes, 
which includes what's 
needed for iPhone back¬ 
ups. Those needing more 
can pay $1 a month for 50 
gigabytes, $3 for 200 giga¬ 
bytes or $10 for 1 terabyte. 
iCIoud storage works best 
with Apple devices.

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VW shares sag after new accusation of emissions cheating 


FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 

— Shares in automaker 
Volkswagen are sliding af¬ 
ter U.S. environmental of¬ 
ficials said the company 
equipped more models 
than previously thought 
with software that let the 
cars cheat on diesel emis¬ 
sions tests. 

The company's ordinary 
shares fell 3.0 percent to 
109.30 each in midday 
trading in Europe on Tues¬ 
day. 


A scandal over emissions 
cheating widened on Mon¬ 
day when the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency said 
that Volkswagen installed 
software on thousands of 
Audi, Porsche and VW cars 
with six-cylinder diesel en¬ 
gines that allowed them to 
emit fewer pollutants dur¬ 
ing tests than in real-world 
driving. Volkswagen de¬ 
nied the charge, but faces 
the prospect of more fines 
and lost sales. 


The previous revelations 
of cheating involved four- 
cylinder diesels in smaller 
cars. Volkswagen has 
apologized for those cars 
and hired a law firm to in¬ 
vestigate. The new accusa¬ 
tions are the first to involve 
the company’s prestigious 
Porsche brand, which had 
been headed by Matthias 
Mueller before he became 
CEO of the entire compa¬ 
ny. Mueller took over from 
Marfin Winterkorn, who 


resigned because of the 
scandal. 

Volkswagen has set aside 
6.7 billion euros ($7.4 billion) 
to cover the costs of recall¬ 
ing the cars. Analysts say 
the actual losses, including 
a potential drop in sales, 
could be several times 
higher. 

U.S. regulators continue 
to tell owners of all fhe af¬ 
fected cars they are safe 
to drive, even as they emit 
nitrogen oxide, a contribu¬ 


tor to smog and respiratory 
problems, in amounts that 
exceed EPA standards. The 
six-cylinder engines emit 
up to nine times above 
accepted levels while the 
four-cylinders emif up to 40 
times, the regulators say. 
Volkswagen denied that 
software was installed 
on the larger diesels “to 
change the emissions val¬ 
ues in any impermissible 
way” and vowed to coop¬ 
erate with the EPAO

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 89.39 points, 
or 0.5 percent, to 17,918.15. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 5.74 points, or 
0.3 percent, to 2,109.79 
and the Nasdaq compos¬ 
ite rose 17.98 points, or 0.4 
percent, to 5,145.13. 

Oil and gas companies, 
one of the most battered 
parts of the market, saw 
another wave of investor 
interest. 

The energy sector of the 
S&P 500 rallied 2.5 percent. 
The advance was mostly 
on the back of a jump 
in the price of oil, which 
climbed 4 percent. 

Drilling and exploration 
companies were the big¬ 
gest benefactors. 

Pioneer Natural Resources, 


Diamond Offshore and 
Anadarko Petroleum all 
rose more than 5 percent. 
Oil conglomerates Exxon 
Mobil and Chevron rose 2 
percent and 3 percent re¬ 
spectively. 

Investors found some good 
news in the monthly sales 
reports from the automak¬ 
ers. General Motors, Ford 
and others reported dou¬ 
ble-digit increases in sales 
from a year earlier, and 
some automakers are on 
pace to break annual sales 
records. 

“Even with the market vol¬ 
atility this summer, there 
aren’t the signs that con¬ 
sumers are hunkering 
down,” said David Kelly, 
chief global strategist at JP 
Morgan Funds. “This could 
be good news heading 
into the holidays.” 

GM rose 21 cents, or 0.6 
percent, to $35.78 and 
Ford rose six cents, or 0.4 
percent, to $14.81. 

In other company news, 
shares of King Digital En¬ 
tertainment, the publisher 
of the Candy Crush Saga 
video game, jumped 


$2.31, or 15 percent, to 
$17.85 after Activision Bliz¬ 
zard announced it would 
buy the company for $5.9 
billion. Activision Blizzard 
rose $1.25, or 3.6 percent, 
to $35.82.

lion deal to buy the mak¬ 
ers of the highly addictive 
“Candy Crush” and take 
advantage of the way vid¬ 
eo games are moving out 
of living rooms and onto 
smartphones and tablets. 
Activision Blizzard's pur¬ 
chase of King Digital En¬ 


tertainment, announced 
Tuesday, will create one 
of fhe world’s biggesf en¬ 
tertainment networks, with 
more than a half-billion 
monthly active users in 196 
countries, by Activision's 
count. 

The move is expected 
to help Activision get its 
home-console games onto 
players’ mobile devices, 
a market with seemingly 
huge potential. 

The company said it ex¬ 
pects mobile gaming to 


generate more than $36 
billion in revenue by the 
end of 2015 and grow 
more than 50 percent by 
2019. 

The deal is also bound 
to help Activision attract 
more women as custom¬ 
ers. Activision’s fortunes 
tend to hinge on its latest 
“Call of Duty” game. 
Launched in 2003, the vio¬ 
lent, first-person shooter 
games generated $11 bil¬ 
lion in sales through the 
end of fhe 2014 fiscal year. 


Activision also makes the 
“World of Warcraft” and 
“Skylanders” games. 

While those kinds of games 
don't traditionally appeal 
to women, Activision CEO 
Robert Kotick told CNBC 
on Tuesday that about 60 
percent of King’s audience 
is female. 

“Attracting women to 
gaming is a really impor¬ 
tant part of our strategy,” 
he said. 

“Candy Crush" has proved 
one of the most addictive 


mobile games, so much so 
that a British lawmaker was 
admonished after being 
caught playing it during a 
parliamentary hearing. 

But it is declining in popular¬ 
ity, and King has struggled 
to follow up on ifs success. 
The company’s revenue 
fell 18 percent to $490 mil¬ 
lion in the second quarter. 
Jefferies analysts Brian Pitz 
and Brian Fitzgerald said 
replicating the success of 
Candy Crush is a daunting 
task.Q 











Shell defending 
BG deal in time 
of low oil prices

LONDON (AP) — Royal 
Dutch Shell outlined Tues¬ 
day its strategy for making 
its merger with BG profit¬ 
able in a world with falling 
oil prices, revealing anoth¬ 
er $1 billion in cost savings 
from the deal. 

Chief Executive Officer Ben 
van Beurden said cosf sav¬ 
ings for the deal are now 
expected to be $2 billion, 
bringing total synergies 
to $3.5 billion in 2018. Ex¬ 
amples include savings on 
corporate costs such as 
real estate. 

“The $1 billion increase is 
in operating cost syner¬ 
gies and has arisen from 
bofh de-risking our original 
assumptions but also from 
identifying further opportu¬ 
nities,” he told reporters on 
a conference call. “Plans 
also call for $1.5 billion of 
synergies forfhe combined 
exploration portfolio in 
2018.” 

Shell agreed to buy British 
rival BG Group for 47 bil¬ 
lion pounds ($69.7 billion) 
in April, in a deal widely 
seen as an effort by the 
energy company to adapt 
to lower prices. The deal 
will boost Shell's oil and gas 
reserves by 25 percent and 
give it a bigger presence in 
the fast-growing liquefied 
natural gas market. 
Companies were once 
accustomed to oil at $100 
a barrel or more. But oil 
dropped to a six-year low 
in August as Brent crude, 
the benchmark for North 
Sea oil, averaged $50.26 a 
barrel in fhe third quarter, 
down 51 percent from a 
year earlier. 

The price of oil was about 
$58 a barrel on the day the 
deal was announced. 

Van Beurden said only the 
most competitive projects 
would go ahead and that 
Shell was planning for a 
prolonged downfurn. 

“We are reshaping fhe 
company and fhis will ac¬ 
celerate once the trans¬ 
action is completed,” Van 
Beurden said. 

The boards of both com¬ 
panies had recommended 
that shareholders approve 
the deal.Q 
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US factory orders slip in month of September

WASHINGTON (AP) — Or¬ 
ders to U.S. factories fell in 
September for a second 
straight month, with a key 
category that tracks busi¬ 
ness spending plans also 
losing ground. 

Factory orders dropped 
1 percent in September 
following a 2.1 percent 
decline in August, the 
Commerce Department 
reported Tuesday. A cat¬ 


egory that serves as a 
proxy for business invest¬ 
ment spending slipped 0.1 
percent. The September 
result was led by a big 36 
percent fall in the volatile 
category of commercial 
aircraft. But the weakness 
was widespread across 
other categories including 
primary metals, machinery 
and computers. 

U.S. manufacturers have 
been squeezed this year 
as a strong dollar makes 


American products less 
competitive overseas. 
Weak economies in China 
and other key foreign mar¬ 
kets have also cut into ex¬ 
ports. Orders for motor ve¬ 
hicles and parts edged up 
a modest 0.4 percent, but 
demand in transportation 
overall was off 3.1 percent. 
Outside the volatile trans¬ 
portation sectors, orders 
were down 1.4 percent, 
the fifth drop in the past six 
months. 


Demand for all durable 
goods, items expected to 
last at least three years, fell 
1.2 percent. Demand for 
nondurable goods such as 
paper, chemicals and food 
fell 0.8 percent. 

Economic growth as mea¬ 
sured by the gross domestic 
product slowed to a mod¬ 
erate 1.5 percent rate in 
the July-September quarter 
following a 3.9 percent ad¬ 
vance in the second quar¬ 
ter. □ 


Freddie Mac posts §475M 3Q loss; no dividend pay

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mort¬ 
gage giant Freddie Mac 
reported a $475 million net 
loss for fhe third quarter 
due to losses it sustained 
on the investments it uses 
to hedge against swings in 
interest rates. 

The government-controlled 
company said Tuesday the 
July-through-September 
loss mainly reflected ac¬ 
counting measures, while 
its business was strong and 
continued to improve. The 
loss compared with net in¬ 
come of $2.1 billion in the 
same period of 2014. If 
broke a streak of 15 sfraighf 
profitable quarters. 

The company, based in 
McLean, Virginia, won’t 
pay a dividend to the U.S. 
Treasury next month. Fred¬ 
die previously has paid 


$96.5 billion in dividends, 
exceeding its government 
bailout of $71 billion. 

The government rescued 
Freddie and larger sibling 
Fannie Mae at the height 
of fhe financial crisis in Sep¬ 
tember 2008, after they suf¬ 
fered huge losses from risky 
mortgages in the housing 
market bust. 

Together the two compa¬ 
nies received taxpayer aid 
totaling about $187 billion. 
The housing market’s grad¬ 
ual recovery has made 
Freddie and Fannie profit¬ 
able again. 

At the same time, the com¬ 
panies have been whittling 
down their mortgage hold¬ 
ings and transferring risky 
loans to the private market, 
away from taxpayers — a 
trend that is likely to reduce 
their revenue. 

The head of the federal 


agency that oversees Fan¬ 
nie and Freddie raised the 
possibility that future quar¬ 
terly losses could mean 
they would have to receive 
further government aid. 
Volatile interest rates and 
reduced capital cushions 
for fhe fwo companies, un¬ 
der their agreements with 
the government, “will likely 
make both enterprises in¬ 
creasingly susceptible to 
the possibility of quarterly 
losses that could result in 
draws" from fhe Treasury, 
Mel Watt, director of fhe 
Federal Housing Finance 
Agency, said in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday. 

Watt noted that Freddie’s 
third-quarter loss wasn’t 
due to a deteriorating risk 
profile of mortgages or an 
increase in losses related to 
repayment risk, but rather 
to volatility in interest rates 


as reflected in accounting. 
“Freddie Mac continues to 
fulfill ifs obligations fo sup¬ 
port the housing finance 
market, and provide liquid¬ 
ity and access to mort¬ 
gage credit," Watt said. 
Freddie and Fannie own 
or guarantee about half of 
all U.S. mortgages, worth 
about $5 trillion. Along with 
other federal agencies, 
they back roughly 90 per¬ 
cent of new home loans. 
The two companies don't 
directly make loans to bor¬ 
rowers. They buy mortgag¬ 
es from lenders, package 
fhem as bonds, guarantee 
them against default and 
sell them to investors. That 
helps make loans avail¬ 
able. 

Freddie’s third-quarter loss 
was attributed largely to 
accounting losses from 
derivatives, financial trans¬ 
actions that the company 
uses to hedge against 
swings in interest rates. 
Freddie reported deriva¬ 
tives losses of $4.2 billion in 
the July-September quar¬ 
ter, widened from about 
$600 million a year earlier. 
A plan to phase out Fannie 
and Freddie and instead 
use mainly private insurers 
to backstop home loans 
advanced in the Senate 
last year and was endorsed 
by the White House. The 
plan would create a new 
government insurance 
fund. Investors would pay 
fees in exchange for insur¬ 
ance on mortgage securi¬ 
ties they buy, and the gov¬ 
ernment would become a 
last-resort loan guarantor. 
No work on the proposal 
has been done this year in 
the current Congress.Q

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As scientists worry about warming world, U.S. public doesn’t

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans are not too con¬ 
cerned by global warming. 
Most Americans know the 
climate is changing, but 
they say they are just not 
that worried about it, ac¬ 
cording to a new poll by 
The Associated Press-NORC 
Center for Public Affairs Re¬ 
search. And that is keeping 
the American public from 
demanding and getting 
the changes that are nec¬ 
essary to prevent global 
warming from reaching a 
crisis, according to climate 
and social scientists. 

As top-level international 
negotiations to try to limit 
greenhouse gas emissions 
start later this month in Paris, 
the AP-NORC poll taken in 
mid-October shows about 
two out of three Americans 
accept global warming 
and the vast majority of 
those say human activi¬ 
ties are at least part of the 
cause. 

However, fewer than one 
in four Americans are ex¬ 
tremely or very worried 
about it, according the poll 
of 1,058 people. About one 
out of three Americans are 
moderately worried and 
the highest percentage of 
those polled — 38 percent 
— were not too worried or 
not at all worried. 

Despite high profile preach¬ 
ing by Pope Francis, only 36 
percent of Americans see 
global warming as a moral 
issue and only a quarter of 


those asked see it as a fair¬ 
ness issue, according to the 
poll which has a margin of 
error of plus or minus 3.7 
percentage points. 

“The big deal is that cli¬ 
mate has not been a vot¬ 
ing issue of the American 
population," said Dana 
Fisher, director of the Pro¬ 
gram for Society and the 
Environment at the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland. “If the 
American population were 
left to lead on the issue of 
climate, it's just not going 


to happen.” 

Linda Gebel, a 64-year-old 
retired bookkeeper who 
lives north of Minneapo¬ 
lis, has read up on global 
warming. 

“Everybody's life would be 
totally disrupted,” Gebel 
said. “It will cause famines 
and wars, huge problems. 
I don’t know why people 
wouldn’t be worried about 
it.” 

And yet because she lives 
in the middle of the country 
— joking that she'll be “the 


last one who will be sub¬ 
merged” — Gebel added 
she doesn’t “feel worried 
personally. I'm not sure this 
is going to happen in my 
lifetime, but I worry about 
my children. I worry about 
my grandchildren." 

The “lukewarm” feeling 
and lack of worry has been 
consistent in polling over 
the years, even as tem¬ 
peratures have risen, said 
Anthony Leiserowitz, direc¬ 
tor of the Yale Program on 
Climate Change Commu¬ 


nication. 

“The issue hasn’t quite 
boiled up enough so that 
people have put it on the 
top of things they want to 
focus on," Princeton Uni¬ 
versity climate scientist Mi¬ 
chael Oppenheimer said. 
White House science ad¬ 
viser John Holdren said cli¬ 
mate contrarians empha¬ 
size how large the problem 
is, essentially telling people 
“the result (of warming) is 
too scary, so let’s not be¬ 
lieve it." □ 
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Tarantino says he won’t be intimidated by police boycotts

NEW YORK (AP) — After a 
week of backlash from po¬ 
lice groups threatening to 
boycott his upcoming film, 
Quentin Tarantino stood by 
his comments about po¬ 
lice brutality and said he 
wouldn’t be intimidated 
from voicing his opinion. 
Tarantino told the Los An¬ 
geles Times on Tuesday that 
law enforcement groups 
are trying to bully him. “In¬ 
stead of dealing with the 
problem of police brutality 
in this country, better they 
single me out," Tarantino 
told the Times. 

“And their message is very 
clear,” he continued. “It’s 
to shut me down. It’s to dis¬ 
credit me. It is to intimidate 
me. It is to shut my mouth, 
and even more important 
than that, it is to send a 
message out to any oth¬ 
er prominent person that 
might feel the need to join 


that side of the argument.” 
The director’s strong re¬ 
sponse signaled that he 
wasn’t backing down from 
what he said last month at 
an anti-police brutality rally 
Brooklyn. Tarantino said 
he was “on the side of the 
murdered.” 

His comments provoked 
outrage from a growing 
number of police groups 
that have called for the 
boycott of Tarantino's De¬ 
cember release “The Hate¬ 
ful Eight.” They include the 
National Association of 
Police Organizations and 
local groups in New York, 
New Jersey, Los Angeles, 
Chicago and Philadelphia. 
“Tarantino lives in a fantasy 
world,” Los Angeles Police 
Chief Charlie Beck said 
Tuesday. “That's how he 
makes his living. His movies 
are extremely violent but 
he doesn’t understand vio¬ 
lence. He doesn’t under¬ 


stand the nature of the vio¬ 
lence that police officers 
confront. Unfortunately he 
mistakes lawful use of force 
for murder, and it's not.” 
Tarantino told the Times “it 
feels lousy to have a bunch 
of police mouthpieces call 
me a cop hater. I'm not a 
cop hater. That is a misrep¬ 
resentation. That is slander¬ 
ous. That is not how I feel.” 
“But you know, that's their 
choice to do that to me,” 
the director added to the 
Times. “What can I do? I’m 
not taking back what I said. 
What I said was the truth. 
I’m used to people mis¬ 
representing me; I'm used 
to being misunderstood. 
What I’d like to think is their 
attack against me is so vi¬ 
cious that they’re revealing 
themselves. They’re hiding 
in plain sight."

Foxx said: “Keep telling 
the truth and don’t worry 
about none of the haters."

Robin Williams’ 
widow: I forgive him 
for taking his life

NEW YORK (AP) — Robin 
Williams’ widow says his 
medical afflictions would 
have claimed his life within 
three years — “hard years” 
— and that she doesn’t 
blame him for his suicide. 
Susan Williams said the ac¬ 
tor-comedian had not only 
been diagnosed with Par¬ 
kinson’s disease, a progres¬ 
sive movement disorder, 
a few months before his 
death, but also that a cor¬ 
oner's report found signs 
of Lewy body dementia, a 
difficult-to-diagnose condi¬ 
tion that leads to a decline 
in thinking and reasoning 
abilities. 

That may have contributed 
to the anxiety and depres¬ 
sion for which he was treat¬ 
ed in his last months, and 
that likely played a role in 
his August 2014 suicide by 
hanging. 

Though there were many 
reasons why he ended his 
life, she said, it may have all 
come down to one: “I think 
he was just saying, ‘No.’ 
And I don't blame him one 
bit.” 

She called him “the bravest 
man I’ve ever known." 
Williams’ symptoms began 
in November 2013, she said 
in an interview that aired 
Tuesday on ABC’s “Good 
Morning America." They in¬ 


cluded stomach pain, con¬ 
stipation, urinary trouble 
and sleeplessness. 

By the following May, he 
was suffering from stiffness, 
slumping, a shuffling gait 
and “losing his ability in his 
voice,” she said. 

“It’s one minute, totally lu¬ 
cid,” she recalled. 

“And then, five minutes 
later, he would say some¬ 
thing that wasn’t — it didn’t 
match." 

In what would be the final 
week of his life, doctors 
were planning to check 
him into a facility for neu- 
rocognitive testing. But in 
those last weeks, he was 
“disintegrating before my 
eyes,” she said. “We were 
living a nightmare.” 
Williams, who had battled 
substance addiction in the 
past, was clean and sober 
when he died, she said, 
having recently marked 
eight years of sobriety. 

The couple had been to¬ 
gether for seven years and 
had been wed for three 
years. She described her 
husband as “just a dream” 
and their relationship “the 
best love I ever dreamed 
of.”

New book examines Nixon White 
House thru Butterfield’s eyes

For Bob Woodward, for¬ 
mer President Richard 
Nixon and “the presi¬ 
dent’s men” who sur¬ 
rounded him are the 
gift that keeps on giv¬ 
ing. 

His latest book is about 
Alexander Butterfield, 
the military officer who 
parlayed his college 
friendship with H.R. 
“Bob” Haldeman at 
UCLA into a job years 
later as Haldeman’s 
deputy in the inner 
circle of Nixon’s White 
House. Butterfield’s va¬ 
riety of assignments 
gave him a front-row 
seat to witness one of 
the more politically 
skilled, socially awkward 
and bitterly partisan oc¬ 
cupants ever to serve in 
the White House. 

And it eventually led Butter¬ 
field to play a decisive role 
in the president's downfall. 
Butterfield, a straight-laced 
Air Force veteran, reported 
for duty in the Nixon White 
House just as his first term 
began. 

Butterfield was initially star- 
struck to be inside the halls 
of power, but quickly no¬ 
ticed quirky traits and ac¬ 
tions of the president that 
would foreshadow what 
would come a few years 
later. 

Woodward’s book, based 
on extensive interviews with 
Butterfield and access to 
numerous documents he 
kept from his White House 
service, also includes sec¬ 
tions on Vietnam and other 
major events during the 
Nixon presidency. 

In the Vietnam section. 
Woodward writes that Nix¬ 
on acknowledged in scrib¬ 
bled notes on an official 
war memo that for years 
the U.S. had total control 
of the skies over Laos and 
North Vietnam and “the 
result=zilch.” 

Yet Nixon ordered in¬ 
creased bombing, even 
after making that observa¬ 
tion. 

Woodward’s latest offer¬ 
ing about Watergate is at 
its most fascinating, how¬ 
ever, when it closely exam¬

ines the Nixon White House 
through Butterfield's eyes. 
Some examples: 

— In his first encounters with 
Nixon, Butterfield recalled: 
“the president had not only 
been cold, distant and dis¬ 
missive. 

He had been rude.” He 
said never in his adult life 
had he been “treated with 
so little respect.” 

That impression lingered 
with Butterfield for years. 

— Early on, Butterfield at¬ 
tended a presidential brief¬ 
ing and noticed Nixon 
“had a way of smiling with 
his mouth but not his eyes 
... Nixon’s eyes looked hol¬ 
low.” 

— At a small private birth¬ 
day party at the White 
House, Butterfield noted 
Nixon seemed uncomfort¬ 
able and had little to say. 
Haldeman later told him 
“it’s probably my fault for 
not preparing a briefing 
paper” ... “if he’s given 
some information — just a 
line or two — a couple of 
talking points — he’s fine.” 

— In the spring of 1972, Nix¬ 
on was upset that the presi¬ 
dent of Harvard, Derek Bok, 
was on the White House 
grounds. Aides explained 
he was with the first lady 
and many others interested 
in White House preserva¬ 
tion. “I don’t give a damn,” 


Nixon snapped. “He's 
on our Enemies List...” 
More than a year ear¬ 
lier, in February 1971, 
Butterfield was told 
the president want¬ 
ed a taping system 
installed in the Oval 
Office, and Butter¬ 
field made sure it was 
done promptly. Nixon 
wrote later that he 
had the taping system 
installed because he 
wanted his adminis¬ 
tration “to be the best 
chronicled in history.” 
And for reasons he 
couldn't anticipate at 
the time, it was. 

After Nixon won a 
landslide re-election, 
Butterfield moved to 
head the FAA. The 
Watergate inves¬ 
tigation unfolded 
gradually after the 
initial burglary, and 
one afternoon, Butterfield 
watched the John Dean 
testimony where the former 
White House counsel was 
saying Nixon was guilty of 
involvement in a cover-up. 
“One who knew about the 
tapes could not help think 
about the tapes all through 
the Dean testimony," But¬ 
terfield said later. 

The Watergate committee 
leading the investigation in 
Congress became aware 
of Butterfield, possibly 
through the committee’s 
frequent contacts with 
Woodward. When Butter¬ 
field was eventually called 
before the committee in 
1973, GOP counsel Fred 
Thompson asked him: “Are 
you aware of the installa¬ 
tion of any listening devices 
in the Oval Office?” 
Butterfield’s answer paved 
the way for the lengthy 
fight for the Watergate 
tapes and the eventual 
resignation of the president 
who had snubbed him 
years before. 

“I was aware of listening 
devices, yes sir,” Butterfield 
told the committee. 

After repeated forays into 
the history of Watergate, 
Woodward has anointed 
Butterfield “The Last of the 
President’s Men.” But don’t 
bet on it.Q 
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
